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CLAIMS 

What is claimed is: 

1. (Currently ATwnded) In a computer system, a method for prDtr^dj^f^argct file 
located at a target location, comprising the step? nf 

generating an archive haying an archive file; 

automatically synchremiz mg updating the target file to match the archive file; 

periodically comparing the target file to the archive filr, herein the comparison 
co mprises comparing one of fhr: contents, sizg. End date/ttrrtft nf the target file to the 
cnn-Mpondiny archive file; and 

updating replacing, as ncces 3arv. the target file a ccording to the Gompmse* such that the 
target file is identical to the archive fil e, wherrm, the replacing occurs w hen the comparison 
indicates that, the target file ia n ot iden tical to the archive file . 

2. (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein in the archive coroprisea at least one 
file collection having the archive file. 

3. (Original) The method of claim 2, wherein the file collection comprises a current 
portion and a revisions portion. 

4. (Original) The method of claim 3, wherein the revisions portion comprises ai 
least cmr. suK-division, wherein each sub-division represents a different rervisinn of the archive 
file. 

5. (Origirj?d) The method of claim 4 further comprisinR the step of repu blishin g thft 
target file at the target location using a selected revision. 

6. (Original) The method nf claim 1 , wherein the archive further comprises a folder. 

7. (Orieitial) The method of claim 1 , wherein the target file has a first set of 
associated file statistics and the archive file has a second set of associated file statistics, and 
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wherein the step of periodically comparing comprises comparing the first set of associated file 
statistics to the second set of associated file statistics- 

8. (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein the tfrp of periodically comparing 
comprises carnparine a content of the target file to the content of the archive file. 

9. ' (Original) The inethod of claim 1 , wherein the archive file comprises a web site 

file. 

10. (Original) The method of claim 1, further comprising the steps of 
updating the archive file of the archive; 

updating an update queue, wherein the update queue stores update information relating to 
the target fUe according to the update of the archive file. 

1 1 . (Original) The method of claim 1 0, further comprising the step of synchronizing 
the target file to the archive file according to the update information in the update queue. 

12. (Original) The method of claim 1 further comprising the steps of 
moving files from the target location to a quarantine area if the step of comparing 

indicate that the target file differs from the archive file; and 

copyme * c archive file from the archive to target at the target location to synchronize 
with the target location with the archive. 

1 3 . (Currently Amended) A computer .system for protecting one or more target files 
located at a target location comprising; 

a processor, 

memory coupled to the processor, 

an archive collection of at least one file, wherein the archive collection is stored in the 
memory; and 

program code executed by the processor, the program code configured to cause the 
processor tn perform the following steps: 
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automatically aynchroniE fflg upHjrfjp y each of the target locations to the archive 
cnllection, wherein each of the files of the target locations corresponds to a file of the archive 
collection; and 

comparing each of the files of the target locations to the corresponding file of the 
archive rnllprtinT i, wherein the comparison comprises i^mparm& one of the contents, S)2e, and 
ffoe/tinia of the target file to the corresponding archive file; and 

updating the r eplacing-, as neces sary, files of the target locations according to the 
step of comparing such that the files of the target location/* are rendered identical to the files of 
the archive collectio n, wh erein the r eplacing occurs when t he comparison indi.Cftf.es that the target 
file is not identical to the archive file 

14. (Original) The computer system of claim 13, wherein the archive collection 
comprises at least one file collection having at least one file. 

15. (Original) The computer system of claim 14, wherein the file collection 
comprises a current portion and a revisions portion. 

16. (Original) The computer system of claim 1 5, wherein, the revisions portion 
comprises at least one sub-division, wherein each sub-division represents a different revision of 
the archive coflection of files, 

1 7 . (Original) The computer system of claim 1 3, wherein the archive collection 
further comprises a folder. 

1 S. (Original) The computer system of claim 13, wherein the archive collection of 
files comprises a, web site. 

19. (Original) The computer system of claim 13 further comprising an update queue, 
wherein the update queue stores update information relating to at least of the target files at the 
target location associated with the archive collection of files. 
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20. (Original) The con*** of claim 13 further comprising a quarantine area 

comprisiag at least one file. 

21 (Currently Amerded) A computer readable program fbr protecting one or more 
a. boated at one or more target locations, herein each of the files has a first set nf coated 
file statistic*, the computer readable progr*™ configured to cause a router to perform the 
following method: 

generating an archive collection of at least one file having a second set of associated file 
statistics; 

automatically synchronic updating each of the target locations to the archive 
collection, wherein each of the flies of the target, locations corresponds to a file cfthc archive 

collection*, 

periodically comparing each of the files of the target locations to the corresponding file of 
the archive rnllrrrirnr T^mHn n^*™™ com prise comparii^o n o of tV romttits 
m $ A«t»M™ of the tar get file to die corresponding archivefilg; and 

updating the cg^g^neceisarx files of the target locations as necessary, such that 
the files of the target location* arc identical to the files of the archive collection^here_fejhe

file. 

22. (Original) The computer readable program of claim 21 , further configured to 
cause a computer to generate the archive collection comprismg at least one. file collection having 
at least one file. 

23. (Original) The computer readable program of claim 22, further configured to 
cause a computer to generate the archive collection comprising at least one file collection, 
wherein the file collection comprises a current portion and a revisions portion. 

24. (Original) The computer readable program of claim 23, farther configured to 
cause a computer to generate the archive coMection, wherein the revisions portion comprises at 
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collection of files. 

25 (Original) The computer readme program of claim 24. farther configured to 
^computer to republish the target location toa^c revision of the .cb^ coUecfoi, 

26 (Original) The computer readable program of claim 21, further configured!* 
c^c .computer to generate the archive collection, wherein th= archive collection further 
comprises a fbldrr. 

27. (OrigiDal) The computer readaHo program of claim 2 1 , further configured to 
cause a computer to per form the 3 tep of periodicaUy cornr^ng the finrt set of associated file 
statics of each of the target location files to the second set of associated file statistics of the 
corresponding ?uxhivc file. * 

28. {Original) The computer readable program of claim 21, further configurer! to 
cause a computer to perform the step of periodically comparing the content of each ofthe target 
location files to the content ofthe correspandiBe archive fflfi. 

29. (Original) The computer readable program of claim 21, further configured to 
cause a computer tn generate the archive collection, wherein the archive collection of files 
comprises a web she. 

30. (Original) The computer readable program of claim 21 , further configured to 
cause a computer to perform the following steps: 

updating a file ofthe archive collection of files; 

updating an update queue, wherein the update queue stores information about files that 
need to be updated at the target locations associated with the archive collection of files; and 

repeating the updating a file and updating an update queue steps as necessary to update 
thf. archive collection of files.
